boa t wa s being lowered I got into it. 
“ I wa s rowing in the lifeboa t a ll the 
time until 
we 
were 
picked 
up. 
I 
turned ba ck only once a fter we left 
the vessel. 
I sa w its gn en light a nd 
never turned ba ck a ga in. 
I did not 
wa nt to see the end. 
“ The Tita nic never ha d run a t full 
speed. 
We neve~ ha d a ll its 
boilers 
working. It wa s our intention to speed 
the boa t up to its full quota on Tues­ 
da y, but the ca ta strophe ca me to pre­ 
vent it.’’ 


“What time did you leave the ship?” 
"I didn’t leave it,” said Second Olti- 
cer Lightholder. 
“Did it leave you?” 
“Yes, sir.” 


“The last, message from the Titanic 
was, ‘Engine room nearly full of wa­ 
ter.’ 
‘Ex pect to reach your position 
ab out 4:30 o’clock,’ I flashed b ack," 
said Captain Rostron of the Carpathia. 
“The Titanic was in what we call the 
southerly course to avoid iceb ergs.” 


Washington, April 20.—By an order 
issued b y the b ranch United States 
hydrograph oiTlee at New York the 
lanes of Atlantic liners are moved 180 
miles southward from that which was 
b eing pursued b y the Tjtanie when it 
ran against the b erg 
last 
Sunday 
night. 


New’ York, April 20.—The commit­ 
tee of the United States senate in­ 
vestigating the story of how the Ti­ 
tanic met its fate held three sessions 
here, at which it b egan picking up the 
threads of the tragedy. 
When the taking of testimony for 
the day had b een concluded b ecause 
of weariness on the part of the com­ 
mittee, its memb ers refused to permit 
the departure on the steamer Lapland 
of J Bruce Ismay, managing director 
of the White Star line, and twelve 
men of the crew' and four officers now 
under sub poena. 
At first 
Senator 
Smith flatly refused to let any of the 
officers or the 200-odd memb ers of the 
crew of the Titanic go b eyond the 
Jurisdiction of the United States. 
Ismey Teila of Escape. 
Mr. Ismay tcfld of how he jumped 
In a b oat ab out to b e lowered when 
there were no other passengers 
on 
deck. 
He admitted the Titanic at the 
time it struck the iceb erg was run­ 
ning riose to its full speed. 
Captain Rostron of 
the 
Carpathia 
told how the rescue of the 74.' sur­ 
vivors was effected. 
The call for help 
was providentially received, he said, 
as the Carpathia’s wireless operator 
was cn the point of retiring for the 
night. 
He maintained Captain Smith 
was sailing on the 
correct 
course 
when the catastrophe occurred. 
Charles W. Lightholder, second offi­ 
cer of the Titanic and navigating offi­ 
cer on the night of the disaster until 
two hours b efore the collision, related 
b ow he and Captain Smith had dis­ 
cussed the prox imity of the ice fields. 
He was in charge of the loading of 
part of the b oats on the port side, 
stayed with the liner until It sank, 
■was b lown out and up b y the ex plo­ 
sion whirl b rought Colonel Oracle to 
the surface and was rescued on the 
Same b oat with him. 
Mem bers of Crew Held. 
The intention of the committee 
to 
b old its witnesses was made clear at 
adjournment when, with Alfred Craw­ 
ford, a steward, on the stand, Sena­ 
tor Smith pleaded weariness. 


“ We ha ve bfen a t this a ll da y a nd 
into the night,” he sa id, “ a nd 
I believe 
w’e ha d better cea se for the da y. I 
a m not thrdbgh with Mr. Cra wford 
yet, a nd would like to question him 
further, together with other members 
of the crew a nd the officers.” 
C. C. Rurlingba m. counsel for the 
White Sta r line, interposed. 
"There a re 200 men who a re to 


sa il toda y,” ho sa id. "Surely the com­ 
mittee does not intend to hold them? 
Wte a re prefectly willing to pledge the 
presence of the four officers a nd the 
twelve men desired by the committee, 
but these men a re entitled to return 
to their homes.” 
Sena tor Smith declined to recede 
from his position a t tha t time. 
The 
committee then a djourned. 
At a con­ 
ference la ter the decision to let a ll 
the men go ex cept those qnder sub­ 
poena wa s rea ched. 
Sm ith and New lands Question.

The ex act time T do not know, 
b ecause I was asleep. 
The ship sank, 
I am told, at 2:30. 
“I understand you have b een told 
that the Titanic was running at full 
speed. 
It never had run at full speed. 
She was b uilt to go eighty revolu­ 
tions and never had b een sped up to 
that. 
We never had all her b oilers 
working. It was our Intention to speed 
the b oat up to her full quota Tues­ 
day, b ut the catastrophe came to pre­ 
vent It.” 
Turning to the sub ject of lifeb oats, 
Mr. ismay said he heard the captain 
give the order to lower tfco b oats. 
Picked Women Nearest Rail. 
“I then left the b ridge,” added the 
official. 
Throe b oats, he said, he saw 
lowered and filled. 
In his own b oat 
were four memb ers of the crew and 
forty-five passengers. 
‘Was there any jostling or attempt 
hv men to get into the b oats?” asked 
Senator Smith. 
“I saw none.” 
“How were the women selected*” 
“We picked the women and children 
as they stood nearest the rail.” 
Mr. Ismay was asked how long he 
remained on the Injured ship. 
“That would b e hare! to estimate,” 
he responded.

story of tbo heroism of Major Archi­ 
bald W. Butt on the Titanic was told 
In an interview given In New York 
by Miss Marie Young, a former resi­ 
dent of this city . 
Miss Young is believed to have been 
the last woman to leave the Titanic 
and the last of the survivors to have 
talk ed with the president’s military 
aid. 
She and Major Butt 
had long 
been friends, Miss Young having been 
a special music instructor to the chil­ 
dren of former President Roosevelt. 
Miss Young said: 
Sm iles in Face of Death. 
“The last person to whom 1 spok e 
on board the Titanic was Archie Butt, 
and his good, brave face, smiling at 
me from the deck of the steamer, 
was the last I could distinguish ¡is the 
boat I was in pulled away from the 
steam er’s side. 
“Archie himself put me 
into the 
boat, wrapped blank ets around 
me, 
and tuck ed me in as carefully as if we 
w ere starting on ft motor 
Lnir. 
He 
himself entered the !■ at v ith me, per 
forming the little c< " tcsles as calmly 
and with as smiling a face as if death 
was far away , irstc ad of t • 'n 
but a 
few* moments removed from him. 
“When tie 
had 
c a t-fully wrapped 
me up 
he f t. pped upon the 
gunwale 
of the boat, and, littirg Ills hat, smiled 
down at me. 
Bids Fa rev, « it to All. 
“ ‘Goodby , Miur Your g,’ 
be 
raid, 
bravely and smllim y . 
’Luck is with 
y ou. 
Will y ou k lmHy 
remember me to 
all tin1 folk s back homo?' 
“Then he stepped to the deck of the 
steamer, and the beat i was in wn 
lowered to the wiitor.

perfectly certain.

am the last of those who were saved 
to whom Archie Butt ; pok e. 
“As our boat was lowered and left 
the side of the steamer, Archie 
was 
still standing at the rail, look ing down 
at me. 
His hat was raised, and the 
same obi genial, brave smile was on 
liis face. 
The picture he made aa he 
stood there, hat in hand, brave and 
smiling, Is one that will alway s linger 
In my memory .” 
Taft Mourns Friend. 
With all hope for the rescue of Ma­ 
jor Butt abondoned, President Taft to­ 
day issued a statement showing the 
high regard in which he h<*ld him and 
his belief that he 
died 
as a man 
should die in the face of such a dis­ 
aster as that to the 
Titanic. 
The 
president said: 
“Major Butt was my military 
aid 
Ho was lik e a member of my family , 
and I feel his loss as if he had been 
a y ounger brother. 
The chiei 
trait 
of his character was loy alty 
to his 
ideals, his cloth and his friends. 
His 
character was a simple 
one In the 
sense that he was incapable of intrigue 
or insincerity . 
He was gentle and 
considerate to every one 
high and 
low. 
He never lost, under any con­ 
ditions. his fcnr-e of proper regard to 
what he considered 
he respect due 
to constituted authority . 
He was an 
earnest member 
of 
the 
Episcopal 
church and loved that communion. He 
was a soldDr every Inch of him, a 
most competent and successful quar­ 
term aster and a devotee of his pro­ 
fession.

“After I heard that 
part of 
the 
ship’s company had gone down I gave 
up hope for the rescue of Major Butt, 
unless by accident,

would feel himself charged, with re 
sponslbflity for tho rescue of others

Tributes to Major Butt continued to 
pour into the White House. 
Senator 
Bacon of Georgia said: 
"1 doubt If there was a man in the 
T’nited States who had more friends 
than he, friends who will most sin­ 
cerely mourn his loss. He was a very 
rare and, y ou might 
say , 
a unique 
character, and we shall not see his 
lik e again." 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
said: 
“He was one of God Almighty 's gon- 
tlcnu n.”
